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Official Road Map 
of Province Issued 
By Motor Association 

Old time methods of gathering 
road information collapse when 
called upon to serve the insatiable 
demands of today’s gasoline trans¬ 
portation. With a motor car 
couple of hours travel takes one far 
afield where haunts are unfamiliar 
and where roads develop an incli¬ 
nation to branch off in strange di 
rections. 

Here is where the modern road 
map comes to the rescue. With 
little folder o'r booklet in the car 
giving the location of all important 
routes of travel the motorist is en¬ 
abled to sail blithely along with 
reasonable assurance that he will 
land at the right place without the 
annoyance of questioning all and 
sundry along the way as to his 
whereabouts. 

The Alberta Motor Association 
have issued an excellent road map 
of Alberta this season which not 
only gives the location of every post 
office, section line and main, mar¬ 
ket and district highway, hut gives 
information as to auto camps, con¬ 
dition of the roads and a compre¬ 
hensive survey of the scenic, indus¬ 
trial and agricultural development 
of the province in concise form. 
The map is proving of real value to 
motorists at home and abroad and 
is meeting with a constantly {/row¬ 
ing demand. The chief distribu¬ 
tion centers at the present time are 
the Calgary and Edmonton offices 
of the Alberta Motor Association.

MacMillan’s party 
numbers 25, of whom 12 will remain 
with the explorer for studies- of the 
botany, geology and fisheries of the 
region- 

The Bowdoln will carry the scien¬ 
tific equipment and supplies, as well 
as the snowmobile and dog sleds. Tho 
sleds will be driven by Eskimos far 
into the interior in search of polar 

Besides studying the salmon and 
trout of Labrador, MacMillan hopes 
to classify many other fish which lie 
says have long been known but have 
not been given names by the natives.

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Canadian Drainage Flows 
Into Mississippi River 

The recent floode in the Misniee- 
ippi river serve to draw attention to 
the fact that some of the water nat¬ 
urally draining into that great riv¬ 
er originates in Canada. Milk riv¬ 
er, the most northern tributary of 
any size of the Missouri drainage 
basin rises in Montana, crosses nor¬ 
therly into Alberta and after flow¬ 
ing easterly for about seventy miles 
recrosses into the United States and 
empties into the Missouri. With 
its own tributaries it drains a por¬ 
tion of Canada along the border in. 
the provinces of Alberta and Sask¬ 
atchewan amounting to some 


square.miles. Part of this river in 
Canada is shown on the Lethbridge 
sheet of the Sectional Map of Can¬ 
ada issued by the Topographical 
Survey, Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa. This map sheet was pub¬ 
lished in the revised topographical 
edition in 1924 and although maps 
do get out of date with respect to 
some of the artificial features shown 
upon them, the natural features do 
not materially change and the map 
shows much detailed information of 
this nature. 

Milk river occupies the southeast 
erly portion of this sheet and flows 
with many twists and turns through 
a region which varies from rolling 
to rough in character. It is separ¬

The art of reading 
such maps must be developed just 
in ordinary reading, if one is to 
obtain the most from it.. The pro¬ 
duction of such highly detailed 
maps is quite a different proposit¬ 
ion from that of ordinary maps! 
with which the public may be more] 
familiar. It is a costly undertak¬ 
ing and in order to protect against I 
indiscriminate distribution and- 
seqirent waste the Department at 
Ottawa sets a nominal price of 
twenty five cents on map sheets of 
this series. 


General Motois Employees 
Organize Unique Assoc. 


Four thousand five hundred em¬ 
ployees in the plant and office of 
General Motors of Canada, at Osh- 
awa, have formed, with the appro¬ 
val of the management, an employ¬ 
ees association that marks a nota¬ 
ble development in the progress of 
industrial relations. 

The association, which is a highly 1 
democratic organization, controls] 
all employee activities, such as ath 
letics, dramatics, and outings; il 
provides a body through which 
grievances can be brought to the at- j 
tention of the management; and 
the funds of the association provide] 
relief in needy cases, temorary loans 


to those financially emharassed 
and other helpful assistance. 

Originally suggested by the de-| 
parlment of industrial relations of 
the company, the proposal for the 
formation of the association was 
passed by the employees with 
scarcely a dissenting voice. It was 
the more acceptable both to man¬ 
agement and employees because, 
unlike similar attempts, it is not 
made up of both; employees alone 
have a voice in the association, 

Intense interest characterized the 
elections for the eighty representa¬ 
tives who comprise the hoard of di¬ 
rectors of the association. Each di¬ 
rector, representing approximately 
fifty of hie fellow employees, pro 
vides a point of contact between in¬ 
dividual and the association. The] 
directors meet once a month, and 
executive committee of six holds] 
weekly meetings in the periods be¬ 
tween the directors’ meetings. 

To the spectator who watches one 
of the monthly meetings of this se¬ 
rious group of eighty workmen in 
the community hall erected by the 
company, there comes the realiza¬ 
tion of how far industrial relations 
have progressed in Canada. The 
chairman of^lhe meeting is a com 
pany official, who does not have a 
vote; all the remainder are factory 
and office employees, meeting dur¬ 
ing working hours, their time paid 
by the company. These eighty men 
touch with every department 
of the factory and office They 
make an individual liason between 
management and employees. 

Although it has been in existence 
for less than two months, the As¬ 
sociation has already proved its 
merit. A certain grievance con¬ 
cerning the ventilation of one of the] 
[departments was carried over the 
head of a minor official to the fac¬ 
tory manager and promptly remed¬ 
ied A dispute over wages was 
amicably settled in another depart¬ 
ment, thanks lo the assistance of 
the association. 

The belief of the employees in 
their new association was evidenced 


when they voted that every member 
should pay a yearly membership 
fee of $1 CO. Every employee of] 
General Motors of Canada pays this 
fee, and the company has contribu¬ 
ted dollar for dol.ar to the funds of 
the association. Thanks to the 
grouping of all athletic activities] 
under the aegis of the association 
the directors have found it possible 
to issue a membership ticket which 
admits the bearer to all league 
games of General Motors sporting 
organizations. 

“The primary object of tho asso 
ciation,” reads the inscription on 
the membership ticket, “is to de¬ 
velop and maintain on a definite 
and permanent basis, a spirit of 
mutual confidence and goodwill he 
tween those charged with the res-1 


ponsihility of directing the affairs 
of the company and employees gen¬ 
erally; also by friendly and sympa¬ 
thetic co operation one with the 
other, to bring added happiness 
and prosperity to all members of 
the General Motors family.”
